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(57) Abstract: A functional molecular 
element wliereiii the conformation of an 
organomctallic complex molecule (1) 
forming a structure having a coluimiar 
alignment and having a form near to 
a disk is changed by the application of 
an electric field, to thereby express a 
function, more specifically, the structure 
of the organometallic complex molecule 
is changed by the application of an 
electric field, which induces the change 
of the anisotropy of the dielectric 
constant of the molecule. Accordingly, 
the above functional molecular element 
can switch the electroconductivity 
between the electrodes to be measured, 
with three or more stable values, and 
thus can form a practical element 
utilizing its property of memorizing 
multi values. 
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
